Various Negro Tribe? Topic 
Dealt ^ith By^Zpologl- . 
«al Head . . 

' Many Interesting sidelights upon 
South Afriça, its people and ' unlversi'- 
tles came out in an interview with Dr. 
H. B. Fantham newly appointed head 
of the department of Zoology, and 
former head of, and first professor in, 
the same department at the Uti(vçrslty 
of Witwatersrarid, Johaimesburg. Dr. 
Fantham; accompanied by Ills vrife, 
known, to the scientific world as Dr. 
Annie Porter, arrived in Montreal lost 
week to take over his new duties. 
The white population . of South 
Miica. numbers nearly two millions, 
but there are also five or six milllonB 
bf^^^^ra^b^onging to maiiy . tribes, 
"ilie^^^^ 'are often known collec- 
tively as BE^iitus or Kadlrs; The Bantu 
arc.not pure negro, but a negroid race. 
"The , real Negro . inhabits the West 
Central area of Africa or the Soudan— 
tliat part 'comprislng; Sierra Leone, the 
Gold Coast, Nigeria . and Belgium 
Congo. 

Semitic Inflnence 
, The Eastern portion of the African 
Continent, lying isbuth and south-west 
of i^rt^biai hu been Kttied by/Semltlc 
peoples, lliéfe luis beeb intèrmatri 
In varying degree between thfem and 
earlier native , tribes. As one proceeds 
farther ^uthi, the iSemltlc influence be- 
comes less. 
: Tlie Bantu are Ipredomlnately negro, 
probably with some ^Semltlo, blood, 
There Is alsb the Bushmen tb be;found 
In South Africa. These people are the 
most.i^prlmitlve of the Native popula-

Constitutional 
Trouble 

Germany Is tampering witli lis conistitution. A£ 
liDiutcd out in this column previously, under Ger- 
man law, ttic Cliancellor who iiappens to be in 
power at the lime of resignation or demise of Che 
president of the German Republic takes the presi- 
dency. This was one of Hindcnburg's objections 
pgalivst allowing Hitler to become chancellor; he 
was Instilled with the fear of the power passing 
over to the Fascist leader. 

The move In question, proposed by the Fas- 
cist party In the nelchstag, would give the presi- 
dency^ to the Chief Justice of the Supremo Court, 
until such time as a new president could be elected. 
Tills is the procedure followed in Canada^ when j 
the Chief Justice performs the duties of the Gov- j 
emor-General between the terms of tenure of of- 
fice of the King's representative. 

On the surface, this 'new German proposal 
seems to be of small consequence,' but It really opens 
the door for the Chancellorship to the lender of 
the Fascist party, if this reactionary movement 
manages . to keep Itself togctlwr, and does not 
disintegrate as It seems to bs doing at the present. 

Another ramification of this move, is the defin- 
ite illustration of the futility of constitutions,, be 
they government or mere social associations. A 
constitution shows the 'way to ordinfiry action, but 
when a crisis' arises, it falls short of performing 
ifs Intended purpose. I^oopholes are, found by those 
Who make a study of the documents, and it is only 
when difficulty arises that anybody takes any 
trouble to study the facts. 
' There are two ways of dealing with constitu- 
tions; first, to abide by Its regulations, secondly, to 
ignore them If occasion arises when such a method 
should be adopted. The German Reichstag (Should 
be complimented on this action of reecpgnlzing a 
difficulty, though perhaps this ^^eallzatlon has oijly. 
come too late.

War Debts Again 

War debt payments;, are a matter of contem- 
porary history. Thore' has been a great deal' said 
about these debts, and perhaps a bit of history 
would do a great deal to clarify ..the situation and 
antwer the question as to their justification. 

The United States supplied the money with 
which to carry on thé latter part of the wor, and 
contributed a great deal for the reconstruction work 
after the struggle. Actually, 70 per cent of the 
War debts .wero blown to the wlnds» .of Flanders, and 
the remalning' 30 V^^^jsÉ^^^y ^ ^ 
structlve program afMripeSSeP'W^' . . 
. Immediately ..following Versailles the Allies, set 
out to make GermMiy pay for the. war. The bill 
presented to that nation was staggerlng, and it was 
soon seen that it was futile to press for full pay- 
ment. Finally by 1923, the War Debt Commission 
established by the Congress of the United States 
ârrived at a grand total .of eleven and half billion 
dollars, with Interest accruing In 62 years to the 
amount of about ten and à half millions. Again 
the Allies set out to collect this from the defeated 
nation. The Dawes Plan, in i924^UOTed for pay- 
ment In natural resources and m^^^^ed goods, 
but this soon became a menace t^ ^OT j Industry. 
By 1929, everybody hod enougb^|^|ra^es Plan, 
which anyhow was falUng tà^p^OlrflïfpïÇliBrly, arid 
was ' replaced by the famous 'young Plan, which 
never had an opportunity to function. Germany's 
Indebtedness was fixed at twenty ' billion dollars. 

Hoover's, one year moratorium followed In 1931, 
and now, with the expiration of this agreement, 
payments fell due .to the United States on December 

• ^^i^^^'ls the history of the war debts. 
One more statement may be made here. The 
Uplted States has collected over two ,and half billion 
dollars from Europe, untû the Hoover Moratorium. 
This represents about one quarter of the sum orig- 
inally lent to Europe, and approximates the amount 
spent on rewnstruction works. 

A hue and cry has been raised by some sec- 
tions of the American press, that if Europe does not 
pay up to, the last cent, the Unlt^St^wUl suf- 
fer a tremendous loss.'". The «ùmr^ntloried niay 
appear staggering to lay minds,' but actually repré- 
senta less than three-quarters of one per 'cent of the 
total wealth of the United States. If the United 
States Is really willing to co-operate in the, restora- 
tion of worid credit and international trade/ It musf 
take into consideration both the histbrj^ of the 
iebte, and the amount that will be sacriflçed tci 
the common weal of the 'world.. It req^rra, cour-

leon. It Is a matter of history that llicic debts 
were cancelled by the creditor nations, and ob- 
viously such action was taken in the Interests of 
trade and good-will. Again,, after the last war, 
the position of England was outlined by Lord Bal- 
four, who committed the English Government to 
collecting from Europe only enough of the debts 
comiiig to her to cover the demands from the United 
States on similar accounts. Thus, if the United 
States cancels the English debt, England, since 
1922, stands committed to release Europe from pay- 
ment. 

A curious condition arises in <tbe United States 
from the demands for debt cancellation. It is the 
southern and western sections of the 'country that 
do not desire such action, and the industrial north 
clamors for it. On the basis of additional taxa- 
tion to fall on the country in the event of cancella- 
tion, it is the south that will have to carry only 
one' quarter of the burden against the balance 
coming from the, northeast. Yet the section of tlie 
United Stales that will carry the smaller burdsn 
is that part of the country which is opposed to 
cancellation. '

End. accompanied by 
his son. ' Rlctiard, came homo from a 
hunting trip empty-handed — except 
for a six-foot dlamonUback.

No- 
ticing the clean appearance of the 
salmon pink snake meat, they de- 
cided to roast it. 

Tlie taste, instead of being, "wild," 
as he expected, wos "dellghlfully 
good," Mr. End says. This set liim 
thinking. Since the real estate ■ sit- 
uation Was In anything but a "boom" 
stàte, tho Columbia Alumnus changed 
his occupation at that moment. 

By now. tho pet scheme of a viilù 
speculator has transformed the Ever- 
glildes into a hunting ground for a 
nation wide Industry. Men scour the 
P!\lmctto scrub and underbrush Uil- 
der the nose of Seminole Indians, 
searching for rattlers, preferably be- 
twcèn thrée and seven feet In length. 
They arc paid' about twenty cents a 
foot, as a rule. 

Tho meat tastes sweetest whcii thé 
snakes are captured alive dnd not 
unduly cxcitèd. If the reptile is an- 
gered, through a process of nature, 
the dellcdto flavor of tlie meat is 
tainted. Consequently, if the snake 
escapes tiie first attempt at netting 
him, he Is not pursued. 

Profés^lorial snake hunters pick up 
the reptiles in their hands, being sure 
to let go of both head and tail at 
the same time when placing the 
snakes in a wlre-mesh box. Amateurs 
àre more likely to use long bambôo 
poles with a noose on the tip which 
is slipped around the rattler's neck.

For best results, rattlesnakes must 
be killed on the sfime day they arc 
caught, because they lose weight by 
réfuElng to eat In captivity. At the 
time of their execution, the wire box 
is placed on the ground and the lid 
raised. As the snakes, ouit of curi- 
osity pop their headifa^ove'liie 'edge, 
a sharpshooter cllp!s^''off ' the& iàiîk 
with a bullet, - , 

The héads, contàinhig the poison 
sacs, are buried and the snake then 
goes through the process of skinning 
and canning. Mr. End serves the 
snakes with mushroom sauce aftier 
two hours cooking. ^ "
